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Ratner to Gehry:Try again 

'Yards' architect sent back to drawing board

Bruce Ratner has reportedly 
sent his world-renowned archi- 
tect Frank Gehry back to the 
drawing board to revise the de- 
veloper’s 24-acre arena-and-sky- 
scraper project at the Atlantic 
Yards. 

And Gehry has just two weeks to 
come up with a new scheme, accord- 
ing to a report in Crain’s New York 
Business this week. 

Ratner’s sudden rejection of 
Gehry’s initial design — whose 
mammoth scale and glitzy aesthetic 
stunned even supporters of the proj- 


rne rest oi me 
project — presum- 
ably to feature 
Gehry’s iconic 
curved metal style 
— was rendered in 
bare blocks. 

But last July, 
Gehry unveiled a 
substantially differ- 
ent — and substan- 
tially bulkier — 
look for Atlantic 
Yards. The project 
now included 15 
Vegas-style towers 
and three more 
acres of footprint. 

The total project 
would comprise 
7,300 units of 
housing and 1.9 


ect when it was unveiled in July — 
was viewed with suspicion by long- 
time opponents. 

“Ha!” said Prospect Heights ac- 
tivist Patti Hagan. 

“Anytime Ratner sends drawing 
back to Gehry back for a redesign it 
comes back bigger and uglier. 

“That last drawing looked like an 
explosion was going on. Very garish 
— or should I say ‘Gehryish.’” 

Gehry’s preliminary design — un- 
veiled amid much ballyhoo in Dec. 
2003 — featured three soaring office 
towers and 4,500 new apartments 
flanking an arena. 

But only the glass-walled arena 
had been fully designed at that time. 


million square feet of office space. 

It remains unclear what Ratner has 
asked Gehry to change — but archi- 
tects said that redesigns are quite 
common during the development 
process. 

“Renderings change with the 
wind,” said Manhattan architect Sitil 
Patel. “They’re like politicians’ prin- 
ciples — they change depending on 
what developers think they can get 

David Smiley, an architecture pro- 
fessor at Columbia University, added: 
“Part of what happens in this stage of 
the process is just the show of adjust- 
ment and changes. Changes made 
now could be very substantial things 
or it could be window dressing.” 

Negative community reaction to 
Gehry’s July design made even Rat- 
ner supporters question the direction 
of the project. 

Borough President Marty Marko- 
witz — a strong supporter of Ratner’s 
initial plans — began calling for a 
downsizing of the project during his 
run for reelection this fall. 

And two state Assemblymembers 
who had supported the plan have also 
recently expressed their concerns. 

Smiley, the Columbia professor, 
thought the negative reaction might 
have pressured Ratner into sending 
Gehry back to the drafting table. 

“The design [in July] was quite a 
bit different than it had been in any 
model before,” he said. 

“Whether people think Brooklyn is

Rosie: Yards could court crackheads

How big is Bruce Ratner’s pro- 
posed Atlantic Yards develop- 

Well, it took a half-hour for a profes- 
sional baton dancer to twirl the perime- 
ter of it during a festive protest of the 
$3.5-bilhon project on Sunday. 

Twirla, the burlesque performer, 
joined more than 350 Brooklynites — 
including White Men Can’t Jump star 
Rosie Perez — at a walk-a-thon hosted 


by Develop — Don’t Destroy Brook- 
lyn, a Ratner opponent. 

“On a basic level, I am here the 
same as everyone else,” Perez told The 
Brooklyn Papers. “I could have lived 
anywhere in the nation but I chose to 
live here, in Brooklyn.” 

Perez returned to her native borough 
after eight months living in a distant 
part of the city called the Upper West 
Side. 

Now she fears the project’s 17-sky- 
scrapers and 19,000-seat basketball 


arena will bring too much density to 
Brooklyn’s low-rise blocks, spoiling 
the home she loves. 

“When I lived in Manhattan, I knew 
the crackhead on my comer better than 
my neighbors,” she said. “That could 
happen here, if we don’t stop this proj- 

Develop — Don’t Destroy said the 
protest raised about $60,000, which 
will fund an ongoing legal battle 
against Ratner’s project. 

While Perez kept a low profile in 


dark sunglasses, a low newsboy cap 
and a simple blue jacket, others 
stopped traffic with spangles, face 
paint, hand-written signs and tight, 
bright Develop — Don’t Destroy tank 

The walk began at the intersection of 
Fifth Avenue and Pacific Street, on a 
sidewalk facing the eight-acre rail 
yards where the proposed 19,000-seat 
arena would sit. The entire project 
would be built on a 24-acre footprint. 

Just a few yards from Ratner’s At- 


lantic Terminal shopping mall, a 
marching band played and children 
with basketballs bowled down card- 
board-model skyscrapers in a game 
called Boondoggle Buildings. 

“I like playing ball, but I don’t need 
to watch it here, not if here if they are 
going to take people’s homes,” said 10- 
year old Prospect Heights resident 
Chelsea Ettlinger. 

As the walk-a-thon hit Vanderbilt 
Avenue, motorists stopped and 
cheered. — Ariella Cohen 


HORSE-WHIPPED! 


Developer stampeded by Prospect Park riders

They spook horses, don’t they? 

Horses at a historic Prospect Park area stable will be 
frightened — and get involved in more car accidents — if a 
super-sized apartment is built next to the beloved Kensington 
Stable. 

The tranquility of the three-dozen horses, who clip-clop 
through the already busy traffic circle at the park’s south- 
western comer on their way to the park, was one reason be- 
hind this week’s rejection of the project by a Community 
Board 7 committee. 

Tranquility of humans was, of course, another. 

“The increase in noise, emissions and hazard to pedestri- 
ans, not to mention horses, is going to be exponential,” said 
Anna Brackett, who spoke at the committee hearing. 

The developer, 22 Caton Place LLC, wanted the board to 
rezone the lot so that 20 more apartments could be built at 
the site, which is across the street from Kensington Stable. 

Opponents warned the board that even a seemingly small 
increase in bulk would mean a difference between a happy 
horse and a skittish one cantering through the traffic circle. 

“A few months ago someone got sick of waiting in traffic 
and honked,” said Walker Blankinship, who owns the Kens- 
ington Stable and opposes the rezoning, “The horse kicked 
back and did $3,000 in damages to the car.” 

Congestion is always a concern. At least six times each 
day, riders — some professional, others clearly amateurs — 
mount the stable’s mares and colts and trot up East 8th Street 
to begin a 15-minute walk towards the park. 

Most drivers treat the horses like they treat pedestrians. 

“They pull up right up to the horses’ butts,” said Fran 
Levy, an instructor at the stable. “They get aggressive. You 
don’t need to be an equine expert to see the problem.” 

Over the last year, at least one car and a church van have 
collided with horses along the route. In the latter accident, 
both horse and van were injured — neither seriously, Blank- 
inship said. 

“These were minor accidents compared to what could 
happen if a child happened to be on a pony when someone 
honked,” he lamented. 

Fans of the stables, which is the only such facility in south-

Heights girl 

murdered in 
Guatemala 


20-year-old 
Julia Minard, 
was studying 
abroad

Julia Minard was a girl who 
sought adventure and enjoyed 
the thrill that comes with risk. 
But it was exactly those qualities 
that may have led to her murder 
in a remote village in Belize on 
Sunday. 

Minard, 20, a popular Colorado 
College student who grew up in 
Brooklyn Heights, was enjoying a 
semester abroad, studying Spanish 
and basket-weaving in Guatemala, 
when she decided to join some 
friends on a trip to neighboring Be- 
lize, famous for its beaches and 
diving. 

Outgoing and eager to explore, 
Minard hooked up with some lo- 
cals at a bar in a small town north 
of Punta Gorda last Thursday. 
Three days later, police found her 
murdered body in the bushes off a 
highway near the famed resort. She 
had apparently been strangled. 

A 20-year-old Belize native was 
arrested and charged with the 
heinous crime. Police in the Central

American country believe Minard 
had been sexually assaulted. 

At Colorado College, Minard 
was majoring in art and comparative 
literature. She particularly loved 
Faulkner, and even posted his fa- 
mous quotation, “The past is not 
dead. In fact, it’s not even past,” on 
the desk in her Garden Place home. 

She was known not only as a 
committed student, but a top-flight 
athlete. At the prestigious Brearley 
School on the Upper East Side, Mi- 
nard had been captain of the squash 
and field hockey teams. 

The school held a memorial

A City Council measure 
approved this week to pro- 
tect a neighborhood of low- 
rise homes in Sunset Park 
set out a mad scramble by a 
developer to get a contro- 
versial building underway 
before new height limits 
went into effect on Wed- 
nesday. 

Neighbors told The Brook- 
lyn Papers that contractors were 
scrambling in the rain and 
working by streetlight at 614 
Seventh Ave. in an effort to 
complete the foundation of a 
five-story condominium before 
the three- to four-story limits 
kicked in at 2:40 pm. 

Department of Building in- 
spectors were on hand all day 
Wednesday. 

“We performed 78 site in- 
spections,” said DOB spokes- 
woman Jennifer Givner. “When- 
ever downzoning is about to 
take affect we do that. We take 
pictures, see how the foundation 
is being done, ask for blueprints 
and renderings.” 

Developers must have “sub- 
stantially completed their 
foundations,” and be fully per- 
mitted for the remainder of the 
building, before construction 
can continue under the previ-

ous zoning code, said a 
spokesman for City Council. 

Givner said the DOB will 
determine over the next few 
days whether the foundation 
was indeed completed in time. 

The project, being built by 
Scarano and Associates, be- 
came infamous after residents 
learned that its 68-foot height 
would prevent a historical 
icon — a statue of Minerva in 
Green-Wood Cemetary — 
from gazing at the Statue of 
Liberty, a symbolic view cor- 
ridor that was designed inten- 
tionally. 

The unanimous Council ap- 
proval of the downzoning 
promises height limitations in 


the area bounded by 15 th and 
24th streets and Fifth Avenue 
and Prospect Park West — an 
area that’s hot with real-estate 
brokers, who have dubbed it 
“South Slope” or “Green- 
Wood Heights.” 

Buildings in the rezoned area 
— which currently features a 
mix of one-, two- and three-sto- 
ry wood-frame houses, plus 
some small commercial build- 
ings — will be limited to 
heights of 33, 40, and 50 feet. 

The old zoning allowed 
buildings up to 1 10 feet tall. 

The controversy over 614 
Seventh Avenue put the 
downzoning on a fast-track 
once residents learned that the 
structure would block Miner- 
va’s ability to gaze out at the 
Statue of Liberty, its hulking 
soul sister in the harbor. 

‘Tm told this was the quick- 
est rezoning effort in the city,” 
said Community Board 7 Dis- 
trict Manager Jeremy Laufer. 

The downzoning of “Green- 
Wood Heights” was balanced 
by a change in the zoning along 
busy Fourth Avenue, where de- 
velopers will now be able to 
build up to 120 feet. 

Councilmember Sara Gon- 
zalez (D-Sunset Park) praised 
the upzoning because it offers 
affordable housing incentives 
to developers.

west Brooklyn, also pointed out 
that increased development of 
the area could lead to a loss of 
the stables’ famed small-town 
feel. Parents show up all day 
long with their kids and hand 
over $2 for a slow pony ride up 
and down Caton Place. For 
most Brooklyn kids, it’s their 
first and only chance to get in 
the saddle. 

Development has already 
put the squeeze on Kensington 
Stable. In May, five ponies 
were relocated when one of its 


two 19th-century bams was 
sold and converted into an 
eight-story condo. Other hors- 
es were crammed into the re- 
maining stable. 

Neighbors came out force- 
fully against the rezoning. 

‘This is about the stable, but 
its also just about putting con- 
trols on development,” added 
Mandy Harris, whose Web site, 
www.stablebrooklyn.com, n 
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sends the proposal ti 
President Marty Markowitz, 
who will hold his own hearing 
in early December. 

CB7 district manager Jere- 
my Laufer refused to call the 
vote a victory of horses over 
developers. 

‘T don’t want to say the com- 
munity board supports the hors- 
es because that sounds silly,” he 
said, “but I will say the board is 
very much in favor of keeping 
this last stable around Prospect 
Park.” 

The developer disputed that 
calm horses and a big apart- 
ment building are mutually 
exclusive. 

“The horses are valued,” 
said the developer’s lawyer, 
Barbara Hair, “but I don’t see 
the project as increasing any 
risk for them.” 

She added that the entire 
development “would have to 
be rethought” if the zoning 
change is not approved by 
Markowitz and the City Plan- 
ning Commission.

Place your leaves into 30-gallon, paper yard-waste bags or CLEAR plastic bags. (Leaves may also be set 
out loose in unlined garbage cans.) Do not use black plastic bags because leaves may be confused with trash. 

Leaf pickup may take place as early as the next morning, so it is important to place material at the curb on the 
designated Saturday night (after 5pm). If your leaves are not picked up by the next day, they will be collected 
later in the week. 


What do we do with your leaves? 

The NYC Department of Sanitation collects fall leaves and turns them into high-quality compost at our 

composting facilities. To get better quality compost, DSNY requests that leaves be set out in biodegradable paper 
bags that can be composted along with the leaves. 

Compost is a crumbly, earthy material that looks and feels like potting soil. Adding compost to backyards, 
gardens, and parks improves soil quality, increases plant growth, and reduces the need for chemical fertilizers 
and watering.

behind and pushed her to the 
pavement before snatching 
her bag and bolting.

She's offering 
quake relief

A Prospect Heights woman 
was so moved by the plight of 
earthquake victims in Pakistan 
that she started filling a huge 
shipping container with clothes 
and other supplies — and got 
her whole neighborhood to 

“Everyone has been so 
great,” said Soraya Sultan- 
Meer, a native of Pakistan. 
‘This started literally as a single 
post on the Park Slope Parents 
website and within days, I had 
70 boxes in my basement.” 

She estimated that more than 
100 people have contributed 
clothes, toiletries, tools and oth- 
er much-needed supplies. Sul- 
tan-Meer’s relief effort encour- 
aged Merrill Lynch to do its 
own company-wide collection 
drive. And two schools, Ditmas 
JHS in Kensington and the Park 
Slope Child Care Collective, 
also pitched in. 

The container will be 


shipped later this month to a 
village in earthquake-ravaged 
Pakistan, where Sultan-Meer 
husband’s cousin is working 
in the relief effort. Because 
she received such an over- 
whelming response, Sultan- 
Meer now directs would-be 
donors to relief agencies. 

An estimated 150,000 people 
died in last month’s quake, 
which left close to 4 million 
homeless as winter approaches.

School sex abuse 
cover-up charge

A former student is claiming that 
leaders of a Bay Ridge prep school 
covered up years of sexual abuse by 
a now-dead football coach. 

John Paggioli, who is suing Poly Prep 
Country Day School, said in court pa- 
pers made public this week that the 
coach, Phil Foglietta, molested him on 
and off the school campus repeatedly be- 
tween 1970 and 1974. 

Foglietta died in 1998. 

The school wants the suit thrown out 
because the statute of limitations has ex- 
pired. But lawyers for Paggioli say the suit 
is not based solely on the abuse, but on ef- 


forts by the school to cover it up. 

Paggioli suffered mental illness and 
addictions for years as a result of the al- 
leged abuse, his lawyer said Wednesday. 

In court papers, Paggioli said he told 
school headmaster David Harman about 
the abuse in 2000. He said he learned 
two years later that other former students 
had made similar charges after Harman 
wrote a letter to alumni and parents. 

The letter implied that school officials 
had just recently learned of the accusa- 
tions and that there were only two stu- 
dents making them. 

Another former student, John Marino, 
said he saw the coach perform sex acts 
with boys, court papers show.

“She was the type of athlete who 
understood competition and that the 
important aspect was not the win or 
the loss, but the game itself. She 
loved challenges,” said Douglas 
Levine, a teacher at the school who 
was Minard’s academic adviser. 

“You looked into Julia’s eyes and 
what you saw was wisdom beyond 
her years. There was a sense of calm; 
she was very grounded and imbued 
with a Zen-like quality.” 

Her emails home from Guatema- 
la were filled with the same spirit of 
adventure and commitment to help- 
ing the victims of Hurricane Stan. 
Recently, she wrote her mother how 
she “jumped on the back of a pickup 
truck to go to Jocotenango to help 
dig the pueblo out.” 


Neighbors said her death was es- 
pecially hard on her mother, Eliza- 
beth Bailey, whose husband died 
four years ago during a mountain- 
climbing trip in Washington State. 

Minard was climbing with her dad, 
a Forbes magazine executive, when 
he suffered the fatal heart attack 
A family friend said one could 
learn a lot about Julia Minard by 
trying to keep up with her on a ski 

“She was the sort of person who 
would leave you behind,” the friend 
said. “Not because she was mean, 
but because you couldn’t keep up.” 
Minard also attended Grace 
Church and Packer Collegiate Insti- 
tute, both in Brooklyn Heights, 
where neighbors mourned her death. 

“It’s a tragedy,” said one woman, 
her eyes welling with tears.

Red Hook is still a 
salt-of-the-earth kind of 

A Chilean salt shipper that 
had been displaced when the 
new cruise ship terminal took 
over Pier 12 earlier this year 
has found a new home at the 
foot of Columbia Street. 

John Quadrozzi Jr, presi- 
dent of the Gowanus Indus- 
trial Park, manages the 
mound. 

For several weeks, neigh- 
bors have watched the salt 
mound grow to nearly 60 
feet — roughly 60,000 tons 
of the vital ice-melter. 

By winter’s end, Qua- 
drozzi expects that close to 
500,000 tons will have been 
shipped in and out of the fa- 

“When it snows it’ll get 
real crazy here,” said Qua- 

The mound is the only 
salt stash for Brooklyn, 
Manhattan and Queens. 

When the cruise ship in- 
dustry set its sights on the 
Red Hook piers, many 
feared that this vibrant tradi- 
tion would he lost. 

“But the good news is 
that the port is again being 
used the way it once was,” 
said Phaedra Thomas, exec- 
utive director for the South- 
west Brooklyn Industrial 
Development Corporation. 

Black tarps cover portions 
of the highly dissolvable in- 
ventory. Quadrozzi blames 
only the rain for damage 
done to the Chilean import. 

“The birds don’t even 
poop on it,” he said, “They 
seem to prefer my car. But 
rain is another story.” 

Tons of salt have been 
coming in since September. 
But the date of the next 
shipment is up in the air. 
Literally. 

“We’ll just have wait, 
“Quadrozzi said, “It all de- 
pends on how the whether 
holds up.”

Williamsburg actor proves he can still sport the stilettos in ‘ Rent ’

W hen the producers of the 
new film “Rent” asked Wil- 
son Jermaine Heredia if he 
could still play the demanding part 
of Angel nearly a decade after orig- 
inating the role of the HTV-infect- 
ed, cross-dressing performer in the 
Broadway production, the 34-year- 
old Williamsburg native offered a 
sassy reply worthy of his beloved 
alter-ego: “Hire me, and I’ll let 
you know.” 

“They wanted to know whether 
I was still up to it and whether I 
would be in that position again to 
be that character again,” the actor 
told reporters in Manhattan Satur- 
day. “[They asked] ‘Are you ready 
for the heels? Are you ready for 
the makeup?’” 

The answer, thankfully, was 

Directed by “Gremlins” and 
“Harry Potter and the Sorcerer’s 
Stone” filmmaker Chris Columbus 
and co-starring Rosario Dawson 
and “Rent” original cast members 
Taye Diggs, Idina Menzel, Adam 
Pascal and Anthony Rapp, the film 
opens Nov. 23. 

Inspired by Puccini’s classic 
opera, “La Boheme,” the rock mu- 
sical “Rent” won the 1996 Pulitzer 
Prize for Drama, the Obie Award, 
four Tony awards and three Drama 
Desk awards. The accolades were 
bittersweet for the cast, however, 
because they came after the 
show’s creator, Jonathan Larson, 
died unexpectedly before the first 
dress rehearsal of “Rent.” 

At the heart of the story about a 
community of Bohemian artists 
dealing day-to-day with poverty, 

AIDS and fractured relationships 
in New York City’s East Village in 
the 1980s, is Heredia’s unforget- 
table character, Angel. For his 
stunning portrayal of the transves- 
tite with a heart of gold, Heredia 
won the Tony and Drama Desk 
awards for Best Featured Actor in 
a Musical in 1996. 

For Heredia — and most of the 
show’s original Broadway cast — 
being hired to star in a Hollywood 
version, 10 years after creating 
their parts on the stage, was a 

^Wc^crcThrillcd,” he con- 
fessed, noting how stage casts are 
almost never called upon to star in 
the film adaptations of their shows. 

“[My first thought] when we knew 
it was going to be turned into a 
film was, ‘I hope that we get hired 
for this.’ But I didn’t cross my fin- 
gers. I just waited until I got the 
call.” 

Although most of the other 30- 
something actors say their real 
ages didn’t interfere with them 
playing younger characters, Here- 
dia admits there was some concern 
that he would not be up to task, 
since his drag queen role is ar- 
guably the most physically chal- 
lenging in the show and requires 
exuberant singing, dancing and 
drumming, all while wearing per- 
ilously-high heels. “I remember when he was doing ‘Today

‘My cheering section,” quipped 
Heredia, an actor whose film cred- 
its include “Flawless” and “Went 
to Coney Island on a Mission from 
God. . .Be Back by Five.” 

“I never played the part age- 
specific,” he continued. “I was 24 
back then and really didn’t play it 
as a 24-year-old. I just played it as 
a human being who happened to 
be a drag queen with HIV who was very 
generous, open and made a conscious deci- 
sion to five fife moment to moment, as op- 
posed to lamenting about the past and wor- 
rying about the future. Everything that was 
right there in the present. It was more about 


that. That was my character 
choice. It really had nothing to do 
with age. . . I’m always childish 
anyway.” 

Asked if he thinks Middle 
America is ready to see a gay cou- 
ple of color sing a bubbly love 
song to each other on film, Here- 
dia says he thinks his character’s 
glamorous, feminine appearance 
makes it easy to focus on the 
pair’s affection for each other, as 
opposed to their race or sexual ori- 
entation. 

“I think it’s easy to forget color 
on screen,” he noted. “Actually, I 
forgot myself. Really. I was 
watching it and [thinking]: ‘Oh, 
that’s me. I’m so beautiful. Who’s 
that?”’ 

Heredia then went on to point 
out how many people from differ- 
ent backgrounds have seen the 
Broadway show and connected 
with its characters and story. 

“It’s about timeless, universal 
themes encompassing real peo- 
ple,” he observed. “These people 
in the film were all Jonathan’s 
friends. He wrote about his life. 
He wrote about his friends, his en- 
vironment. Some of these things 
happened, and I think people iden- 
tify with them. If you don’t identi- 
fy with the drag queen, you’ll 
identify with Colin’s character. If 
not with Colin’s character, you’ll 
identify with Roger. If not Roger,

Although “Rent” has been He- 
redia’s biggest success to date, he 
took a break after playing the role 
on and off for several years, so he 
could regroup and figure out what 
he wanted to with his career. 

“I didn’t give up the stage,” he 
reassured a reporter who won- 
dered where he went after collect- 
ing his awards. “I just took a break 
for a year just because I needed to. 
I think very few people take that 
opportunity for themselves. They 
identify themselves with what they 
do, and I knew I was identifying 
with what I did, and if I didn’t get 
what I wanted at that moment, it 
would really tear me up. I knew I 
just needed a break, and it was a 
self-imposed vacation. I knew that 
if I didn’t take that break, I don’t 
think I would have been ready to 
do [the film]. So, I’m glad I took 

that year break.” 

Now on the promotion trail for 
“Rent,” Heredia also recently starred in and 
produced a film called “Johnny Was” with 
Vinnie Jones and Roger Daltrey, and 
wrapped another movie, “Manwitch,” which 
he describes as a “sort of a horror thriller.” 

“I play the lead character and it’s still up 
in the air, still in post-production,” said the 
son of a seamstress and a super. “And, of 
course, I’m just auditioning for everything 
that comes my way. I definitely want to do 
things that are completely opposite to this 
character — not because I’m worried about 
being stereotyped. More it’s just that, as an 
actor, I want to be challenged more. 

“I’ve already done this,” said Heredia. “I 
did it on stage on and off for four years, and 
I did it on film, and now I want to experi- 
ment with other characters.”

Regina Opera debuts new maestro in ‘ Die Fledermaus 9

T his weekend, Dyker 
Heights will bear witness 
to stumbling drunken- 
ness, deceit and other sordid 
behavior in Regina Opera’s 
production of Johann Strauss’ 
“Die Fledermaus.” 

And veteran director Linda 
Lehr knows how to manipu- 
late her audiences to elicit 
maximum laughs. 

“Your main job is to tell the 
story,” Lehr told GO Brooklyn 
about crafting her latest pro- 
duction. “When you direct any 
operatic work, you listen to 
the music and go through the 
libretto, but the bottom line is 
to take the audience from 
point A to point B. That’s 
most important in ‘Die Fleder- 
maus,’ which is a comedy. 
The jokes must always be 
clear, along with the relation- 
ships. You can’t just willy-nil- 
ly throw stuff onstage if it 
does not clarify what’s hap- 
pening in the story.” 

And that story is one of the 
most convoluted “mistaken 
identity” plots in all of operat- 
ic history. Opera singer Ros- 
alinda, whose husband 
Gabriel is set to go to prison, 
is being wooed by Alfred, a 
former suitor. After Gabriel 
leaves the house 
(to attend a party 
on his last night of 
freedom), Alfred 
arrives for a tete-a- 
tete with Rosalin- 
da and is soon ar- 
rested by the 
police, who think 
he’s Gabriel. Ros- 
alinda later goes to 
the same party in 
disguise, and her 
husband begins flirting with 
her, thinking she’s another 
woman. 

Needless to say, by the time 
the operetta ends, all’s well 
that ends well. But for Lehr, 
staging operettas is more diffi- 
cult than standard operas. 

‘“Die Fledermaus’ is one of 
two operettas we do [the other 
is ‘The Merry Widow’],” ex- 


plains the director. “We usual- 
ly do standard Italian operatic 
repertoire, and there is a big 
difference between an opera 
and an operetta. 

“Operetta is much harder to 
direct because there are more 
disparate elements to put to- 
gether: there’s not as much 
technical complexity in an op- 
eretta as an opera, but in an 


operetta there’s a lot of spoken 
dialogue, which makes it 
more like a play. And there’s a 
lot more dancing than in stan- 
dard operas,” she continues. 

Lehr makes it clear that, dif- 
ficulties notwithstanding, de- 
veloping this version of 
Strauss’ beloved Viennese mu- 
sical work has been a pleasure, 
due to her capable cast. 

“I’ve been very fortunate 
for this production to have 
both of our casts, who are will- 
ing and able to do what they 
have to, to do what opera 
singers usually don’t do,” she 
says. (Regina Opera double- 
casts its productions, with each 
cast alternating performances.) 
“I have a great respect for 
singers. What they do — pro- 
duce a powerful vocal sound 


went through the entire 
score,” says Lehr. “I get from 
him what he’s looking for mu- 
sically, which helps me to pre- 
plan everything that I’ll be do- 
ing onstage.” 

For his part, Aufiero, who 
is music director of Chelsea 
Opera in Manhattan, sees the 
whole enterprise beginning 
with the music. 

“My first priority is to 
make sure that the singers feel 
comfortable, because for me, 
their singing and their charac- 
terizations are the most impor- 
tant,” the conductor explains. 
“If we take it musically step- 
by-step, then it all falls into 
place. I like to approach any 
well-known work as if it were 
the first time we’re hearing it; 
I want to make it as fresh as 
possible.” 

Part of that freshness is 
dealing honestly with the most 
recognizable parts of the 
score: “The famous ensem- 
bles, while difficult to put to- 
gether, are kind of stimulating 
to do,” he continues. “When 
you hear this music live dur- 
ing the rehearsals, it’s exciting 
for everyone.”

“We’ll also include a Regi- 
na Opera tradition: we throw a 
spotlight on the large mirror 
ball and the whole auditorium 
becomes drenched in its 
light,” she says about the set 
innovation that’s comically 
apropos for an opera company 
in close proximity to the loca- 
tions of the classic disco flick, 
“Saturday Night Fever.”

What the F ? 


Bagel store covers up

A popular Smith Street bagel 
store is trying to paper over a seri- 
ous legal battle with the folks who 
run the even-more-popular subway 
line nearby. 

At F-Line Bagels, at the comer of 
Smith and 9th streets, an unfolded dinner 
napkin now flaps over the neon sign 
above the door, while inside, bits of 
blank computer paper have been taped 
over take-out menus. 

It’s all part of an effort to save the 10- 
month-old store from a bruising copy- 
right-infringement battle with the MTA, 
which claims the store has appropriated 
the name “F line” and the subway sys- 
tem’s unique iconography. 

The lawsuit could bankrupt the little 
bagel store that could, its owners say. 

“The neon ‘F’ sign cost $7,000,” said 
co-owner Ahmad Samhan. “It’s behind a 
napkin now and we’re still paying it back.” 

The protracted legal battle dates back 
to March, when the newborn bagel store 
bearing the subway line’s distinctive or- 
ange logo received a cease-and-desist 
letter from the MTA, which demanded 
the removal of all subway references or 
a $1,000 licensing fees. 

The store, citing hard times, did not 
pay — so the MTA hauled Samhan into 
court. At a hearing in Manhattan 
Supreme Court on Tuesday, MTA attor- 
neys showed snapshots of the supposed- 
ly illegal Fs.

A judge ordered Samhan to pay 
$5,000 in overdue payments or face con- 
tempt charges. He has until Monday to 
pay up — but he doesn’t have the mon- 
ey, he said. 

The store’s customers think the MTA 
should pick on someone its own size. 

“It’s ridiculous,” said a regular cus- 
tomer, Rosie Diorio. 

“Are they worried we are going to see 
the t-shirts and try to take the train from 
inhere?” 

As she waited for to pay for a dozen 
bagels, Diorio wiped her feet on a floor 


mat that had been flipped upside-down, 
so that the contested logo faced the 
ground. 

Samhan has posted a sign next to the 
coffeepots warning sippers that the price 
of a cup is up a quarter because of un- 
foreseen legal expenses. 

But even with the sign cloaked and the 
coffee price hiked, the shop buzzed with 
customers the morning after the hearing. 

“I wasn’t confused about the sign,” 
said plumber Ray Ramero. “I think the 
city is confused about who they want to 
get money from.”

the place for it or not, the de- 
sign had gotten big and more 
dynamic.”

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Lasting impressions 

Local pro offers tips brides can use when hiring a photographer

C onsidering all the hard work that 
gets poured into making a bride’s 
special day just perfect, one hopes 
that the photographs that will document 
the event forever are just what she has in 
mind. From the photography style to the 
number of prints and albums, from the 
photographer’s price to pocket-draining 
hidden fees, there are many variables to 
monitor to ensure that this keepsake will 
be worth keeping. 

Too many decisions, perhaps. That’s 
why The Brooklyn Bride talked to Scott 
Whittle, a Park Slope-based photogra- 
pher who has specialized in wedding 
photography for 12 years. Whittle has a 
master’s of fine arts in photography 
from Manhattan’s School of Visual Arts 
and, having documented weddings 
throughout the tri-state area and beyond, 
has experience shooting weddings that 
vary greatly in location, size and style. 

Whittle’s unique photography, which 
he describes as a “candid, personal 
style,” is distinguished by his fine arts 
background and by the eight or nine 
different cameras he’ll use for a single 
wedding album. 

“When people got tired of studio 
photography, they turned to 35-mil- 
limeter [cameras] for a candid ap- 
proach,” Whittle said. “But even 35- 
millimctcr, when used exclusively, can 
begin to look a little flat.” Whittle uses 
several cameras including a Holga 
(which distorts the image for a vignette 
effect, like a pinhole camera), Polaroid, 
panoramic as well as a 35- millim eter. 

“The bride needs to be comfortable 
with getting what she wants and not be 
convinced that she should choose the 
fine arts look just because it’s the trend 
these days,” Whittle advised. 

Because a bride shouldn’t hire a 
photographer unless she has a clear vi- 
sion, in advance, of what the final prod- 
uct — and price tag — will be, The 
Brooklyn Bride assembled, with Whit- 
tle’s advice, a top 10 fist of questions a 
bride can ask herself — and her pho- 
tographer — before choosing a lens- 
man for her wedding day: 


X A There are hundreds of 
XU • photographers in Brooklyn, 
and they all c/a/m to be the best. 
How do I choose the one for me? 

If you don’t have a wedding planner 
referring you to a photographer, start 
with Google. 

“Look at the photographer’s Web 
site first. Look at pictures, not just the 
photographer’s pick of his very best 
random shots, but look at — at least — 
two complete weddings — 25 photos 
per wedding — to really get a sense of 
what the look is and what the whole 
day looks like,” said Whittle. “Make 
sure the photographer has a style that 
fits what you want.” 


9 How do I know I've found a 
• photographer I can trust? 

“In addition to looking at a photogra- 
pher’s portfolio, get references and talk 
to previous clients about the photogra- 
pher’s work,” said Whittle. “Make sure 
the style is consistent, that he or she de- 
livers reliable final products, that there 
were no unfulfilled promises.” 


8 Too pushy? A pushover? 

• Grating voice? Am I crazy not 
to hire this photographer because 
of his personality? 

“Photographers have the most access 
and are with the bride the most on the 
wedding day,” Whitde said. “The bride 
will be spending a lot of time with the 
photographer on a very big day, so she’d 
better LIKE him or her.”

Like everything, this is a personal 
choice for each bride, but the way a

at the event or is he low-key?” Whittle 
asked. “How does he treat the family? 
Is he in their faces the whole time, or is 
he unobtrusive? 

“Also, tell the photographer and assis- 
tants how to dress for your wedding. Do 
you want him to wear a tux or would you 
mind jeans and a sports jacket?” 

6 I'm worried about my location 
• options. How do I choose a 
good site for the group shots? 

“A photographer’s job is to do the 
best with what he or she has,” Whittle 
said. “Your photographer should be 
able to adapt to any environment. In an 
ideal world, I’d shoot everything during 
the day, in natural light either through 
big windows or outside, but I don’t 
know a lot of brides that make changes 
to the wedding for the photographer. 
It’s our job as professionals to make it 
work.” But the bride can inform her 
photographer beforehand about his or 
her working conditions on the big day. 

5 1 want to remember everyone 

• who was there. Should I 
provide a shot list and, if so, how 


specific should the list be? 

“The only thing I ask for is a short 
list of group shots,” Whittle said. “If 
you have someone who’s absolutely es- 
sential — you know: ‘Uncle Bob with 
his dog’ — tell me. But generally I’m 
looking for the best shots on that day, 
and I find it very distracting to get a de- 
tailed shot list because then I’m just fo- 
cused on checking them off, and I’m 
missing all the good candid shots. If 
you’re hiring someone with less experi- 
ence, though, the detailed checklist 
might not be a bad idea.” 

4 The photographer at my 
• brother's wedding started 
packing up before the cake was 
cut! What exact commitments can 
I expect to get for my money? 

This will vary from photographer to 
photographer, but there are specific 
questions you can ask. 

“When finding out what the photog- 
rapher offers, make sure you’re getting 
enough hours to cover the entire day,” 
Whittle said. “How many hours do you 
get before overtime? If, for some reason, 
you run over that limit, how much does 
overtime cost? Do you have to pay for 
travel time?” 

3 Are there add-ons I should 
• know about? 

If the photographer brings an assis- 
tant, paying that person might represent 
an added fee you’ll want to know about 
beforehand. Whittle, for example, 
brings a second photographer for wed- 
dings with a guest list over 200, but he 
offers flat rates for all of his services. 


2 What about the photo 
• collection itself? 

This is where you’ll find the most 
hidden costs, so it’s best to ask a lot of 
questions. 

“Does the photographer make your 
prints for you or not?” Whittle asked. 
“Maybe it’s a good idea, [because] 
they know the lab and the process, but 
the bride needs to be informed: how 
much do the prints cost, and how many 
do you get? Are you obligated to buy 
one or more albums? How much do 
they cost?” 

Another element that’s easy to for- 
get about is the negatives. 

“Does the photographer give you 
the negatives, or do you have to buy 
them from him? Negatives can be very 
expensive,” warned Whitde. 

Then again, if you’re not buying the 
negatives, then you have to buy all the 
prints and enlargements from the pho- 
tographer, which can get expensive, 

You want to know, from the start, 
how much money you’ll need to budg- 
et to receive your album, as well as 
any albums or prints for parents or oth- 
er important members of the wedding 
party. 

1 /t makes ME ill to entertain 
• this thought, but what if the 
photographer gets sick? 

Make sure the photographer has a 
back-up photographer ready. 

“Most photographers have back-ups 
fined up,” said Whittle. “I have a back- 
up ready whether there’s a day’s ad- 
vance notice or a couple of hours.”
